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the longitudinal axis of the balloon varies throughout the balloon material in a direction 
transverse to said longitudinal axis. 

3 1 . (Amended) An inflatable medical balloon having a circumference and a longitudinal axis 
comprising: 

a matrix material, said matrix material characterized as being semi-compliant; 
and having a plurality of individual fiber cores mixed therethrough, said cores being evenly 
distributed about the circumference of the balloon and being composed of one or more materials 
which are characterized as being stronger than the matrix material and having a bulk elongation 
less than the matrix material when the one or more materials are oriented in the direction of the 
longitudinal axis, and the matrix material and the core material operatively adhering to one 
another. 

35. (Amended) The medical balloon of claim 31, wherein the fibril component is between about 
10 microns and about 12 microns in diameter.
